Now, however the provincial .govern- 
ment, havifig. obtained the necessary 
co-operation of the Dominion govern- 
ment, it will be possible to enforce the 
will of the people on this question. 

The other—that of: public health— 
hasbeen a source ‘of great difficulty 
in all comparitively new -countries, 
owing to settlements being scattered 
over great.areas. There is. no ques- 
tion, however social or economic, mdre’ 
important to any country than the 
matter of public health, It is essen- 
tial that proper medical supervision 
and: modern medical methods should 
be ‘available even in the outlying por- 
tions of the province, for the benefit of 
the present as well as the coming gen- 


Another vaxed question has been 
the voluntary question of raising mon- 
ey for the patriotic fund. The prov- 
ince as a whole has done remarkably 
well, but, as under most voluntary sys- 
tems, a limited number of people ha- 
ve borne the major portion of the bur- 
den. The government, realizing the 
necessity of relgtive-equality of giv- 
ing, is making provision to grant$900,- 
000to this fund on behalf of the pro- 
vinee, and to that end will impose a 
tax which will carry out a system of 
equality in this patriotic duty. An- 
other result of this method will be, 
that the field of private contribution 
will be left open to the work of the Red 
Crosss Society and other causes so 
worthy of support.

WORK OF THE “COW BILL” In 1917 


During the last eight months the 
“Cow Bill” passed at the last session 
of the Alberta legislature has been 
brought very effectivly into operation. 
One thousand and thirty farmers have 
taken advantage of the aet and have 
formed associations, and under it have 
purchased breeding cattle. Care has 
been exercised to see that the men 
who were availing themselves of the 
privileges of this act were prepared 
to take care of their cattle through the 
winter, and as we are now well into 
the winter the government has decid- 
ed to suspend operations under the 
act until spring, as practically all who 
are prepared to winter their cattle 
have secured loans. Arrangements 
will be made by the Department of 
Agriculture for the carrying on of the 
work during 1918, recognizing as it 
does, the very great importance of 
putting stock within reach of the home- 
steader of the province. Few acts | 
passed by the Alberta legislature have | 
worked out more satisfactorily than | 
the “Cow Bill.”

Already the new government has |a war basis, by a strict supervision of 


given substantial evidence that the 
business of this country is to be placed 
on a war basis. The new liquor legis- 
lation the supervision of provincial 
_ Maynicipal and~ corporation .allotations 
will be followed by even more drastic, 
eriactments to conserve the resources 
and energy of the country.

purchased by private individuals, Sug- 
ars, tea, coffee and similar commodit- 
ies will be carefully supervised so that 
hoarding and undue consumption will 
be prevented , 

Where there is a world’s deficit of 
any necessary commodity, or where 
ocean transportation is necessary. to 
bring it to Canada, the government 
will act to conserve the supply with- 
out undue interference with the re- 
quirements of the people. here lux- 
uries require essential food products 
in their production a radical policy 
may be expected. Candies and similar 
luxeries will be restricted in produc- 
tion, but in this instance, as with other 
commodities, a reduction in production 
will not necessarily be followed by an 
unfair increase in cost to the consum- 
er 

Another commodity requisite in the 
war operation and commercial life is 
gasoline in automobiles and motor 
beats for pleasure purposes cannot 
continue. Before the season when the 
use of these becomes normal there will 
be stringent restrictions governing the 
supply of gasoline, and it will be allo- 
cated to essential industries and essen- 
tial railway facilities. At present 
transportation facilities. At present 
however, the most immediate action 
necessary is the distribution of the 
coal supply in Canada. With more 
coal imported into this country than in 
any previous year, many families are 
faced with a shortage that may mean 
suffering and misery. The govern- 
ment is being urged to make an in- 
spection of all homes to ascertain the 
amount in storage and if necessary to 
confiscate private stocks to relieve 
those who were unable to secure their 
winter’s supply Immediate action in 
this regard is anticipated. 

While conserving supplies of neces- 
sary food stuffs and other commodit- 
ies, the government has under consid- 
eration the stimulation of production 
in these lines There is no fear that 
the elimination of the production of 
non essentials will lead to unemploy- 
ment, as there will be ample employ- 
ment in the production of essentials to 
require all the labor in the country. 
Plans are already under way to mo- 


bilize labor for the farm and for oth- 
er industries. Every effort is to be 
made to encourage increased produc- 
tion of cereals, hogs and cattle.. The 
meat shortage is the most.serious fac- 
tor in’the food supply. “An effort will 
be made to supplement the meat sup- 
ply by increasing the fish production 
in the Atlantic, Pacific and inland 
waters with a more rapid system of 
distribution. 

Along with the policy of conserving 
the food supplies, the government is 
taking active measures to prevent un- 
necessary expenditure by provincial 
governments, municipal councils and 
corporations. Sir Thomas White has 
taken authority to control all bond all- 
otation. Allotations that are for the 
purpose of embarking on new works, 
unless they are absolutely essential, 
will not be permitted. Municipalities 
must not initiate local improvements 
with the expectation of securing. the 
money in Canada unless they can show 
that such are necessary and cannot 
be deferred. The government will re- 
quire the whole of the financial re- 
sources of the country to carry on the 
war and to finance purchases in Can- 
ada by the allies. 

It is believed that the railway war 
board will be given more extensive 
powers. The increase infreight rates 
as proposed is arousing considerable 
opposition, and the railway war board 
may become the operating board for 
railways or at least have authority to 
cutail or increase the transportation 
facilities on the several roads as they 
may desire. -Another commission is 
almost certain to materialize. A war 
board to control supplies of essential 
raw materials produced in Canada and 
to secure and allot supplies of mater- 
ial imported will be named within a 
few days. It will be given authority 
to export the Canadian surplus of 
such commodities and to negotiate for 
supplies that are inadequate in this 
country. 

Food, finances, and essential raw 
materials will be within a few weeks 
all coming under government control 
or at least effective movement super- 
vision. How far this control will be 
ollowed by fixing maximum prices has 
not been decided, but it is understood 
that the new government will not per- 
mit a shortage in any commodity to 
cause an unjustifiable increase to the 
consumer. Price fixing has already

Alberta Faces 


Direct Taxation 


That a new revenue act will be in- 
troduced in the Alberta legislature at 
the next session in view of the res- 
ponsibility for the Patriotic Fund As- 
sumed by the government is announ- 
ced by the premier in his New Year 
statement in the Globe this week .Es- 
pecial interest accordingly attaches 
to the budget statement made the oth- 
er day by Mr, Dunning, the provinciel 
treastrer of Saskatchewan, where the 
legislature has been in session. A 
year ago Saskatchewan passed a pat- 
riotic Revenue act. This is now re- 
placed by what is called the Public 
Revenues act. P 

Under the Patriotic Revenues act 
each municipality was made liable 
for the total amount of the tax within 
its borders, to the government, Un- 
der the new measure that principle 
is abandoned and the municipalities 
are asked to pay to the provincial 
treasurer only as they receive the 
money from the ratepayers. In this 
respect it is placed on the same basis 
as the Supplementary Revenues act. 
A commission to municipalities is pro- 
vided for the work they do in this 
connection. Apart from these feat- 
ures the act is the same as it was un- 
der the old name. 

The following passage in Mr. Dun- 
ning’s speech has particular signific- 
ance. 

“Our people may as well get accus- 
tomed to the idea of direct taxation 
for provincial purposes in Sask- 
atchewan as I believe it has come to 
stay. I believe our people are ready 
to meet it. For the present at any rate 
all the revenues derived from this tax 
and more also will Le needed for pat- 
riotic purposes in connection with the 
war. We will have to spend more 
money this year than has been receiv- 
ed from the Patriotic revenues act. 
As time goes on we shell be able to 
see. the necessity for a greater or 
lesser amount. In this bill the prin- 
ciple of direct taxation for provincia] 
purposes is established.”
